League is composed 
of friends olf silver from all parts of the 
United States, and it numbers among its 
members Sir Moreton TroWeo, the noted 
British bi metallist and some prominent 
Eastern hankers. 


In view of the attitude of (be gold men 


and their effort to repeal the only Act 
now in force that authorizes even the 
purchase, much less the coinage of silver 
bullion, the league is desirous to have 
the silver sentiment of the country rep- 
resfOtcd fit its annual meeting. 
The 


President of the League has sent to the 
Governors and Legislatures of the South 
efn and Western States, a communication 
informing them of the necessity of hav- 
ing the entire West and South represented 
at the convention. The letter suggests 
that the Governor of each State appoint 
a strung delegation of earnest advocates 
of free coinage to ths convention, and as 
the movement is a common cause and 
interests all alike, delegates should not 
be expected to pay their own expenses, 
and that some provision ought to be 
madia whereby the expenses could be met 
from the public treasury. 


Aa it ia not probable that such pro 


vision will be made in this State, Nevadn 
will have to rely upon persons who can 
afford to pay the r own expenses to rep- 
resent it at (he convention. Senators 
Stewart and Jones and Representative 
Rowlands, who nro uow in Washington 
will speak for Nevada, but they should 
be reinlorced by men who are able and 
willing to attend the convention without 
assistance from the public treasury, and 
advocate the cause of free coinage.

Mr. Htujtlnsrtoji'* Two 


The recent purcliase by Mr. C. P. 


Huntington of Mrs. Cotton's costly man- 
sion on Nob hill, in Son Francisco, has 
given rise to rumors that Mr. Hunting- 
ton and hia family intended to make the 
California metropolis their permanent 
place of residence. A report has also 
been freely circulated that Mr. Hunting- 
ton had offered his new house, at Fifth 
avenue and Fifty-seventh street, for sale. 
These reports, -with gossipy elaborations, 
have been the talk of certain cluba and 
tafes for the past few weeks, and the 
names of two or three millionaires have 
been named as the probable purchasers 
of the unfinished Huntington palace in 
this city. "When Mr. Huntington's at- 
tention was called to the manner in 
which Dame Rumor was dealing with his 
affairs, he authorized a denial of the re- 
port that he contemplated going to San 
Francisco to live. 


He proposes to stay right here, and 


when his new house is completed he will 
move into it. There has been no inten- 
tion on his part to sell the place. Mr. 
Htmtaigton bought the Colton house in 
San Francisco because he is obliged to 
spend several weeks each year in Cali- 
fornia, and he is not particularly fond of 
hotel life. He thinks that he can afford 
to maintain two residences—one in New 
York and one in San Francisco.—New 
York Times. 


Expense of tbe Peary Expedition. 


The total expense of the Peary and the 


Peary relief expeditions was Tithin $25,- 
000, or, approximately, within one-tenth 
of the amount that was involved in the 
very much less successful British north 
pole expedition of 1875-6, and barely 
more than one-fortieth of the expense of 
the Austro-Hungarian expedition under 
Payer and Weyprecht of 1878-4. 


The contributions of knowledge ob- 


tained in either one of the departments 
of geography or ethnology alone can 
rationally be considered to repay th 
moderate outlay of these two expedi 
tions, 6 cost considerably below tha 
which in modern times is sometimes paic 
for a painting. 


It is interesting to place here by way 


of comparison the cost of previous ex, 
plorations. One of the earliest—that o 
Willoughby—conducted 300 years ago 
required for its expenditure £6,000; tha 
of Moor, in 1746, £10,000; the second 
German north pole expedition was cov 
ered by an appropiation of 120,000 thalers 
or £11,000, while the Franklin expedi 
tion and the various ones sent out to as- 
certain his fate to 1854 cost £833,833, or 
over $4,000,000.—Philadelphia Ledger.

Muncie, Ind., which cannot be gotten 
under control. A few days since Wai 
ley & Spellacy, contractors, drilled in 
well on the Spilker farm. Next day r 
was discovered that the pressure hac 
raised to an enormous degree, and it has 
since increased until it has, become im- 
possible to anchor the well or do any- 
thing with it. 
1$ is impossible to force 


a sledge hammer, crowbar or anything 
into the hole, and the gas roars until £ 
man's voice cannot be heard within sev 
eral hundred yards of the well. The 
earth trembles in a frightful manner 
A great deal of fright ia entertained as 
to what the result will be. The well is 
estimated at over 10,000,000 feet, and 
the apparatus used to anchor the mon 
ster Jumbo well at Fairmount is useless. 
Great caution is being used to prevent 
the gas from becoming ignited.—Cor. 
Chicago Inter Ocean.
